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Contact was made with a v_er y reliable informant used by this unit in the 
past, known as "00”. After meeting with this~~Thformant , it was learned 
that a possible conspiracy existed reference tho assassination of 
Dr. Martin Luther Kingy' 7 The suspects involved are personally khowa by 
the*, informant "68”. r Jniformat ion could be obtained reference this conspiracy j 
by the ‘ info rmant travelling to Atlanta, Ga. , Chattanooga and Memphis 9 .lean, 
as these cities were the operation points of a group known to the informant 
bent on the attempt to assassinate Martin Luther King a few years back. ^ 
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The Miami Police Intelligence Unit placed a concealed electronic device y; 
in a room where a conversation took plmce between our informant and a 1 
racist from Atlanta, where the subject of assassination of the President 
of the U.S., John Kennedy, was discussed, along with Martin Luther King, 
and plans for these deeds were programmed. According to the culprit 
planning this, an attempt was made to assassinate Martin Luther King in 
Atlanta* but the exact and prime location for the assassin was not obtained- y 
therefore, it was ngt carried out. . : j 
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Mentioned in this conversation was a JACK BROWN of Chattanooga, Tenn. f a 
very likely person who may become involved in such proceedings as aforeraentiol 
This man was very active in the Klan throughout the South. Also a subject 
known as MILTEER, of Atlanta, was figured closely in this hate group.

Informant "80" feels that by contacting such persons as the above, 

Information will be gained as to what^extent these people, if any, are 
involved in this assassination. Recent information again reflects that 
these two persons, along with others, may be implicated. As it is felt 
that these writers, Sgts. McCracken and Kay, should travel with informant, 
where if at all possible, concealed electronic devices may be used to 
record conversations of informant and suspects, and other investigation 
procedures. ,

2.30 P.M. by Greyhound Bus, I landed in New Orleans at 9.30 A,H. 

Sat. Juno Gth. I went across the street from the bus station and got 
a room in tbe txbtol. The Tamanaca Downtown Motel. I got a oab and 
wont to St. Bernards Parish Court House trying to find one of th® Pa rasa, * 
and when I got down to the Court House ono of the Deputy Sheriffs told ■>,; 
mo that Pereae was out of town ~ that ho thought Leander was in 
• tfashington - and I oouldnt find the other two before Monday - so I o«a® 
back to my hotel. Then I celled Sidney Bnrnos in Mobile, Alabama and 
told him I was down In New Orleans and was fixing to leovo the next 
day (Sunday) and would stop by and soe him. He told me ho had an 
appointment to Pnscscoula, Hiss. Sunday morning but he says you find 
out what time a bus would put me in Pascacoula and ho would meet me 
in the station Sunday afternoon and we would go to Mobile; Ala. together, 
which is his home. Sidney Barnes livos at 1379 East Riviera Drive, 

Mobile, Ala. I mot him at the bus station at 4.05 Sunday PBand we 
went to Robert M. Smith'e residence, 1327 So. Canbl St. Paecaooula, Miss. 

, His to 1. no. is 39S67. Smith had been In the patriot's business but 
he ha'd a lot of trouble with the FBI and he had been silent for some time 
as far as transacting any business la the groups end he lost e lot of 
money and plans to lay low until he accumulates enough* money to etart 
out right, but ho knows everybody and ho knows Sidney very well and we 
sat on the porch end discussed a lot of violendo that want on In Miss, 
the last yoar. Sidney Barnes and Smith both era ACTIVE but Smith is not 
putting up any money to carry on any deals, because he doesnt have it. 
BARNES is ono of the head non in the State and knows all the connections, 
end his daughter and hor husband are also very active in Jackson, Miss,

SIDNEY BARNES told me that they hod blotted two eynagogoes, one la 
Jeokaoo, Mias. and one in Meridian, Mias. In Jackaon - 6 months ago, 
and in Meridian about 6 weeks ago. Re said that the man who la doing 
the blotting is o young nan and la very intelligent in making bomba, 
handling machine guns and shooting riflea^tbat this man baa been in 
many of tho killings and ahootinga and bombings and he oald the FBI 
have been trying to hook him, but they can get no Federal arise on 
him, but FDI la keeping him covered. Barnes said he knowa exactly 
whore he la and said ho ia golag to try to arrange to have him meet 
and talk with me and wants me to come down there a ad ride oil over 
the State and moot all the strong men in the different organisations, 
which intonds to carry out various violenoes shortly, and he aoked me 
would I c.omo to Ml«s. ond rldo around tho State with him. Tho deal 
would bV when I cone that 1 would bo selling ads in my newspaper and 
ho skid there aro plenty of peoplo in Ml«q. that would take nda in 
the paper aftor ho Introduced mo and talked to them, end told him 
aa soon as I could got straight, I would have to oall him and Come 
down and apond some time with him. Ho told ae a man who ia very 
well known for violence in Alabama ic over in Miss, now trying to 
sot up some groups to really do some killings - nan's name is'., 

ACE CARTER, a wo 1 1 known Cit Isons Council man from Alabama. He said 
he dont know how far ACE CARTER will no but he knows that it ia hia 
intention to aot up killings and bombings. 

The next man that thay are planning to kill ia nnmod EVERS, whoso 
brother had boon uscBSsinated about d or 5 years ago and the killer 
wae tridd and acquitted In Jackson, Mies .EVERS is definitely going 
to get it. This man Evprs ran for Governor but got beat in tho 
last election. I had supper with hlru at his house in Mobile and 
he took me to tho bus station to depart for Miami. KRS8R BARNES 
expects me to call him nt his home in Mobile when it would be 
posslblo for me tc coma down and go around the State with him. 
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
